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In the Latin nomenclature the words signifying the 
genna come first and those signifying the sub-species 
come last, the words for the species being placed in 
between. In English the order has beon reversed, the 
sub-species coming first and the genus coming last. 

Binomial or trinomial system of naming plants and 
animals is a recent scientific device. In ancient times 
we have single names standing mostly for species. Our 
ancestors lived with nature and loved plants, animals,' 
rivers and mountains. They observed and named 
animals with loving care. We find hundreds of names 
of birds in Sanskrit literature. The variety and num- 
ber of Sanskrit names is often baffling. It is not 
possible to identify every bird mentioned in Sanskrit 
literature. Shri K. N. Dave has been at the problem 
for sometime past and has worked out probable identi- 
fications. His work entitled 'Birds in Sanskrit Litera- 
ture' would be published shortly as a separate volume. 
A sample chapter on Paroquets or Parrots is appended 
to the Introduction. 

In the present work ancient names have been fitted 
into the trinomial scientific scheme. These names, 
while serving the needs of scientific classification 
would be found to be more significant, easier to grasp, 
simpler to pronounce and hence uncomparably quicker 



to remember than their Latin counterparts. In certain 
quarters it has sometimes been felt that Latin names bo 
left untranslated. But this view loses all forco when we 
find that foreigners who came to India from a distance 
of six thousand miles thought it practicable to append to 
every Latin name an English trinomial designation so 
that their compatriots could better study and 
appreciate Indian birds than could over be done 
through the mouth- filling mass of vowels and consonants 
known as scientific names. The Indian names, more- 
over, correlate the present with the past. Our names 
have a pedigree and hence future scientific .studies will 
not be removed from, the past achievements of the race- 
It does not, however, mean that Indian scientists will 
not acquire a knowledge of Latin names. Research 
workers will have to get acquainted with .Latin and 
English names when they are studying the works written 
by foreign scholars, 

Sanskrit words are a fascinating study. ftanskrif 
is known for being the most transparent language. 
Seven or eight words out of ten are crystal clear in flic 
basic idea ou which they have boon founded. They 
embody the observations and the reactions of our fore- 
fathers to their surroundings. 

The general word for a bird is ttIr; 'feathered'. 
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Birds are conspicuously different from all other classes 
in that they possess feathers. This idea of a feathered 
creature was constantly before the mind's eye and hence 
besides ifsra; we have such other words as l^spc and 
Wf • It was further extended to 1%m 'going with 
the help of feathers' and mm% ?r 'having feathers as the 
vehicle'. T5f, the parent of English 'feather', and T<Pi, 
both from ^ 'to Jly', and signifying 'leather' have 

yielded some more synonyms qBr^, qw-^lRr, mwm., 

Xtf-TV ft! id i?i!%5r. 

Another designation of birds is f#ff? 'bipod', sfeir 
'oviparous', %*!' 'bom twice — once the egg and then the 
young one from the egg', rjpnfo, 3R353T were constantly 
used to signify a bird. But this characteristic is not an 
exclusive one. It is shared by birds with nptiles and 
other creatures. 

<TTO 'warm' is a .curious epithet, for a bird. Of 
course we know that the temperature of the body of a 
bird is 2 to 14 degrees higher than that of mammals. 
The high temperature is connected with the large 
proportion of muscle, and the conservation of heat is 
secured by the nonconducting plumage. 

Wf5T or 'its synonyms ^f?cS\ sifSTfi. STfR, Sfffo 

are derived from the root w$ ( to be strong', the root 
from which we got the common words $rfe> 'power' 
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and ^ Indra 'the mighty'. One of the Vedie words 
lor bird is gifsR; 'powerful' from gist 'strength'. Those 
are highly expressive of the groat invigoration of life 
which is contributed to birds by fi supply of porely 
arterial blood pumped by th\ four-ohamhorod heart. 

With flight is comiccted the more lightly built 
skeleton, the sternum acquiring a keel for the. insertion 
of the muscles of flight, the nook becoming long and 
supple and the bonk taking on the work of a ham!. 
This is beautifully expressed by (lie, Sanskrit term 
Wte^f^ (iftesR 'beak', pa 'hand'}. 

tftl^f, ^tit^ 'born 1 n a nest', fffej/havi ng a nest.', 
f^f, f55RF^I, smWsj;, *RW^ 'making their koines

Insects, bats, birds and the extinct Pterodactyls in 
which a fold of skin was extended on the greatly 
elongated outermost or fifth finger, arc all included in 
the term #JT 'which move by flying'. 

*T 'to blow' gives sig, TO for 'wind' and a series of 
words for 'bird' r, $t, #£,'«?, W!% ?!W, <SW, 3Fm. 
From fk is derived the Sanskrit word for aerial oar R 
UR 'made to the measure of birds'. The wings of birds 
combine the functions of propellers and planes. 
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The value of flight is obvious but it may bo useful 
1,0 recall some of the different ways in which it has 
justified itself in the struggle of existence. It gives its 
possessor :t, new safety and independence, expressed in 
the Sanskrit word T^rjpirf",- It enables them to follow 
fond and to seek wafer over long distances. It helps 
them to secure the well-being of their offspring by build- 
ing nests in places often inaccessible except to enemies 
able to fly or climb. The power of flight has given to 
birds a unique, power of annihilating distance, of eva- 
ding (J ic winter, of having two summers in the year, of 
having two homos, of changing their season in a night. 
fit seeking out suitable feeding-places and breeding- 
places neither space nor time present obstacles to the 
Hying bird- 

Teeth areabsent in modern birds. The Sanskrit poet 
has alluded to this feature by TfW-Tf. Their absence is 
compensated for by the horny bill covering the jaws 

*m&z, 4m*x~™$, m^wi ('^-and#ra- both 
signify 'bony')- It often has a sharp edge and a booked 
tip; it varies from a massive crushing instrument in the 
toucan to a delicate probe in the humming bird. The 
variety of type should be considered in the light of the 
fact that the forelimb has been surrendered to making a 
wing, and that the bird's jaws have to discharge duties 
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which in mammals usually fall, to the hands. Honee 
the name srtefi-fScT referred to before. It would be 
profitable to pursue a paragraph or two to realise the 
value of the bill as a hand. 

A generalized bill may be illustrated by the crow 
audits allies— strong pointed, somewhat triangular in 
section. Shortening, sharpening and curving of such a, 
bill would yield the predatory type of hawk and eagle 
quick to give the death-blow by piercing the. skull or 
cutting the jugular vein, also well suited for rapid skin- 
ning and plucking, and for drawing out strips of flesh 
from the body. It is interesting to see an eagle deftly 
run down the backbone of a fish with, its bill, dislocat- 
ing the vertebrae. Somewhat of the same type are, the 
bills of the owls and. the parrots, though the former are 
carnivorous and the latter vegetarian. The parrot's beak 
has a movable hinge between the premaxillac and the 
front of the skull, and there am often strong filed ike 
roughnesses to the inside of the bill, which servo in 
gnawing nuts or grinding hard seeds. Not very remote 
are the broadly conical strong bills characteristic of the 
finches, suited for breaking capsules and splitting Seeds- 

On another line are the delicate slander types, 
familiar in warblers, suited for dealing with small 
insects, with a climax in the elongated slender bills of 



humming birds. Not far removed, though used in a 
different way, are the elongated narrow bills of curlews, 
snipe, avocet and woodcock, for probing in mud, sand 
and the like. In a very different direction are the 
broad bills of ducks and geese, for sifting the mud and 
cropping vegetation, and on this line might bo placed 
the broad bills of some storks and herons, and the spatu- 
late type of the spoonbill. Also broadened out., but kept 
very short, are the insect-catching bills of nightjar and 
swift. A slight specialisation of the rook-type leads to 
the sharp form of bill seen in snake-birds, herons and 
bitterns. Lateral compression in puffin and nwor-bill 
reaches an extreme in the long, high knife-blade of the 
skimmer (libynchops), a tropical relative of the terns. 
This bird flies very close to the surface and skims the 
water with the mandible which is longer than the upper 
jaw. When the knife edge of the mandible touches a 
small fish or crustacean it tilts tho booty into the open 
mouth. The skimmer "or scissor-bill is also said to skim 
soft mud. There arc many strange types, such as that 
of the crossbill, where tho points of tho upper and lower 
halves of the beak cross one another when at rest, 
a position that occurs as an abnormality in some birds, 
such as crows. The peculiarity is utilized by the cross- 
bill in the exceedingly rapid extraction of the seeds of 
fir-eones, a deft manipulation in which the tongue 
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assists. In the wry-bill plover of New Zealand the bill 
is turned to the right-hand side, and it is interesting to 
notice that a one-sided twist is occasionally seen in an 
individual oyster-catcher. In the flamingo the. whole 
beak is bent almost at right angles on itself, half-way 
down its length, and is thrust upside, down into the mud, 
where it searches for small molluscs and the like The 
kiwi is the only bird in which, tin 1 , nostrils open at tin- 
tip of the bill. In the huia, aantiu r New Zealand 
rarity, there is sex-dimorphism in the hill. According 
to Alfred Newton, the malonses his short, strong, almost. 
straight bill to chisel holes in decaying wood where 
grubs may lurk, while the female uses her much longer, 
decurved and slender bill to probe into ere vices. But 
when he, having discovered a grub in his excavations, 
is unable to reach it, "she utilizes the opportunity.

"going as qui ok as the wind'. The most accurate mea- 
surements of flight of birds have been made from aero- 
planes on birds keeping iovol with the machine and 
flying in the same direction. Thus measured by Mnin- 
f.rttfhagen, small song-birds show an average rate of 
'20-1-57 m. per hour, crows 31-45, ducks 44-59, plovers 
40-51; but these may be increased in exceptional cir- 
cumstances, and an occasional rate of 100 in. an hour 
is quite credible. 

Sanskrit literature is full of bird-lore, hi the 
lligveda we read T\'^ efRT qTRfcffrgr "I<MFf( 'Varuna, 
who knows the paths ofrbirds flying through the sky'. 
$W T? reminds us of ^falWJ, #V<? and *?%<??•? 'the 
bird-migration routes'. 

l.'b-om Irf/to fly', there is a host of words. That 
they all mean a bird is not certain. Some of them de- 
finitely signify, besides a bird, flying insects. The sim- 
plest formations are <??RS\ T?W, 1?FT, WTCI and T?rftr*C 
'those who go flying', qffi masculine or neuter, besides 
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being used for a feather, signifies a Hying creature as 
well. HSrt is still another word, zm 'flying high or 
up'. There are three words which have been formed by 
the addition of desiderative suffixes— fee?^, mfa$, 
ftnra^. Here the desideratives might signify birds 
which are constantly on the wing. 

The procedure followed in giving scientific names 
to birds is a simple one. If there bo an ancient name of 
a species or subspecies, it is made the basis of the name 
of the genus (snflft, and of the family if that be deriv- 
ed from the genus) to which it belongs, r. <■/., WIFE, the, 
Common Indian House-Crow, yields OT-sraife ('mux, 
the genus, and further ^r$-W$T (Mvi<h<\ tho family. 

In the trinomial system the Common .Indian 
House-Crow, itself, is the subspecies ( 'mriis xphtthis

Alongside the Latin scientific names there are 

popular English names for every bird. The English 

names, at times, follow Latin closely, but often they 

follow a different line. They may even be binomial, 
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while the Latin is trinomial— (Latin) (h-iohx liuttli 
traillii— (English) Maroon Oriole, 

The English generic names are not necessarily co- 
extensive with Latin, a. rj., Pipit covers Avfhtx and 
Ornocorys. 

After long experience we decided to provide Indian 
words not only for Latin names but silso for popular 
English names. Sanskrit language and literal uro ;ire 
rich enough to servo both. 

We have been able to use ancient words by die 
hundred (normally a specification to this efl'ec.1 is regis- 
tered within parentheses). While doing so we had before 
us the European love for their past. Edmund (.'.. Jaeger 
discussing the origin of biological generic names 
records : 

"Apparently every name of an animal used in clas- 
sical Greek has been made to „do service in modern 
nomenclature". 

He goes on further ; 

"And those have been modified until they form ;i 
large number of the designations in common use ... 

"A large number of names comprise derivatives. 
aud compounds of the same (.{reek or Latin words. 

These names may have different forms." 
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We, on our part, have not been able to use every 
Sanskrit name. 

Sanskrit names are bearers of an imagery, all their 
own. 

When, however, ancient names were not available, 
we followed the path of Panini, Katyayana and Patan- 
jali, and devised '$*%% names, e.g.

Modern names in North and South Indian lang- 
uages have bean of immense value. Such Hindi names 
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as were available to us have been recorded in italics 
along with their cognates from other North Indian 
languages, after the popular English names. 

At the end I have great pleasure in expressing my 
appreciation for the loving collaboration of Sim ,K. N. 
Dave extending over more than two years. Flo put at 
my disposal his identifications of Sanskrit bird names, 
"We have spent long time in adjusting thorn to the 
trinomial system. What we have done hero is in lino 
with the rest of our Indian nomenclature for animals 
and plants. 

The preparation of the manuscript for the press 
was undertaken by my son Shri Lokosh Chandra, 
who also shouldered the responsibility of reading Mm 
proofs.*

PAROQUETS OB PARROTS 

The Parrots of North India have been divided into 
two genera, one of which is represented by five and the 
other by a single species. They are all of a predomi- 
nantly green colour and differ little in their habits. 
Though normally arboreal they are attracted in large 
flocks to ripening crops like paddy and sorghum (juar) 
to the great despair of the cultivator and have been 
regarded with birds like Buntings (aRffjw) as one of 
the natural calamities (f?Rf:) befalling a country. All 
the same, their brilliant plumage, quaint habits, 'sedate 
and knowing demeanour', and above all, their teach- 
ability to talk and perform tricks have endeared them .to 
the people and made them one of the most favourite 
cage-birds of India from very ancient times. 

'The Parrots rank as among the most intelligent 
of birds. The mere talking to which they can be train- 
ed is nothing. The wisdom of the bird, judged by this 
standard, is inferred from the degree of appositenees 
with which it utters its phrases.' (Harmsworth, Popu- 
lar Science, p.2978). The European students of Indian 
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birdlife do not, however, credit any of the Indian species 
with ability to talk beyond a few words; nevertheless, 
Sanskrit literature attributes considerable ability to 
them in this respect and whole verses have been placed 
in their and the Hill-Maina's mouths. A couple of such 
examples are reproduced below: 

A Earrot to his beloved Maina :

The following half-verso may well have been taught 
to a royal 'Parrot in iho ordinary way, though the next 
two lines (not reproduced here) give it a topical sotting.

If such examples had not been true a compliment, 
like <a^rraH3g!!rcor contained in the following bcauti- 
ful passage would not have been paid to a pet bird. 
The poet describes goddess qpjft as playing with her 
pet bird: 
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Nor would poet Kusumadeva have written: 
Compare also: 

sjsR-^R^T-sraror was one of the arts practised in 
India by professional men like the trainers of Song- 
fi riches, Canaries, Thrushes, etc. in Europe today, and 
no one need he surprised at the performances of excep- 
tionally talented Parrots and Mainas recorded in Indian 
literature*, barring, of course, poetic exaggeration in 
attributing to them human intelligence and capacity to 
make impromptu replies or even to carry on a conversa- 
tion, I have myself heard a Rose-ringed Paroquet re- 
peat the following Hindi verse without a hitch, though 
the articulation was certainly not equal to that of the 
iviama: 



* Parrot h taught to repeat Lord Buddha's maxims have been 
described as WW<.=R$^ in srkfar, ch. 8.

'In the midst of a gathering of saints at the water* 
near Chitrakoot Tulsidas prepared the sandal-paste and 
Bamachandra applied it to his forehead.' 

Literary tradition has regarded a talking .Parrot 
(f*) as the mate of a talking Hill-Mai na •(*nlw), and 
it is on this supposition that W^ is a Parrot and W=3T a 
Maina, and if he is Jrarft, she is jrarf^ft which, by (he 
way, is also the name of a most intelligent 'Maina in 
W^ 2.5.6. Even Kesava, the commentator of the 
ittBlf^r, would seem to have succumbed to this tradi- 
tion, for he renders TTlirT^T of Atharva Veda .1.22.d 
as 3nSfJ$*, and, following him, Sayanaearya also lias 
translated dwraT (loc. cit.) as ^^fP5*r<lE#T, ami again 
assptfor female Parrot in his notes on ^rarft^-^finTr 
3.7.6, although in his commentary on W,^ 1.50.12 
he correctly explains the term to mean a 'ercfrsKT. 

Common names for all Parrots, except the Lori- 
quet, are $p» and %K, but there is reason to bolievn that 
the larger members of the group wore designated as gf; 
and the smaller varieties like the Blossom-headed and the 
Slaty-headed Paroquets, which have a much softer voice

distinction still obtains in their vernacular names, e.g., 
ffwrr or <rt?TT for the large and p^r for the small Parrots 
in Hindi, and $p& or ^ and #c in Marathi. The 
mention of both sr^ and #c in the following extracts 
from (i) the ^^FT, spoWsFfS and (ii) TOgqar, Stp;- 
W*S are clearly based upon the above distinction and 
fully support it:

In literature and lexicons, however, the difference bet- 
ween g 1 ! and 9Rta has been entirely done away with. 
Adnouns like firenj, T.tfr or cHR-gig, fira^jR, etc., apply 
to all Parrots but the epithet ^i\ belongs to a pot bird 
as 'always holding on to his perch-rod', and also, humo- 
rously, to his loading 'an ascetic and celibate life by 
compulsion'. Cf. «KHif TOT #^ said of one in gSflfTO- 
^ctHTTOTTC p. 228, verse 222. flsspf^ is troe of only 
such birds as are able to talk. 

"With these preliminary remarks I proceed' to a 
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consideration oi individual nav.ies for the six spews of 
Parrot found in North India. 

1. The large Indian Paroquet (21") is marked on 
the wing with a largo maroon-red patch. The hill is 
wholly red as compared with others whoso lower inau- 
dible is differently coloured, and the logs ;i,nd foot are 
of a dirty-flesh colour. Being tho largest Parrot of India 
it is the TVS^R or 5Icri^g r € of the, lexicons : 

No Indian Parrot has red legs and tho opithoi, T=?f7TT*- 
for one may be rendered as 'rod-marked ' (11^: iwi- sqr: 
— fWcft and fep%) and in, this sense it should belong to 
this bird after tho conspicuous rod wing-patches rather 
than the colour of the feet. Tho Blossom-howled Paro- 
quet also has a small and inconspicuous rod spot on the 
wing but is better named f^oiff ^% after its (loop pur- 
plish-red head. Other poetic names for this bird are 
srra, mm^, gqraw, etc. . 

2. The Eose-ringed Paroquet (16") is tho com- 
monest and by far the most numerous of all and, as it 
moves in large flocks, it is tho one that is responsible 
for a major part of the total damage caused to the crops 
by all the Parrots put together. It is the srjjar tips (WTJ- 
&T sifkl^T STW, very prolific?) of tho lexicons but its 
proper name is $1^ (wild or inferior), both according
